MCKINZIE ADDRESS. 
J . O. MoCleary introduced Senator 
McKinzie who said in part: 
It is due to 
your 
old neighbor 
and 
friend 
Senator 
Hughes 
that 
I am here today 
to 
talk 
to you. 
For two terms I have been 
his room-mate during ths sessions cf 
the Illinois legislature, and I have 
learned to love him as a very dear 
friend. 
He asked me to come and 
speak to you upon this occasion and 
consented. 
We have met here to pay tribute 
and respect to the soldiers, the de­ 
fenders of our national dag. 
It is not every soldier and every 
army that is entitled to the coniidence 
of the people la 
the co ¿ ntry wherein 
they have fougat. 
They must have 
fought to uplift their country. 
I presume there is no one in this 
room whose oreast does not thrill as 
he reads the story of Napoleon the 
first, and of his great army as they 
marched over the sands of Egypt and 
fought battles in the shadows of the 
Pyramids, and as you follow them 
through to the great battle of Water­ 
loo, where they died so bravely. 
Did 
they die for their country? 
No, they 
fought and died only to gratify the 
ambition of one man. 
Their memory 
should not be held up as an example 
Did the boys in blue die for their 
oountry? Yes, they did. 
Go back in 
history prior to 1860 
You older men 
know and the young 
have 
read, 
what lead up to the great oivil war. 
Human slavery existed here. 
The 
South held that they reserved the 
right to carry slavery in all states and 
territorttles 
Those woo opposed this 
were looked upon as traitors to their 
country.

The Ruseian ships were first sighted 
at 6 o’clock in the morning ap p roach­ 
ing the Tsu island under cover of a fog 
which, however, lifted and the squad­ 
ron retired. This squadron is believed 
to have consisted of six tirst-class ships 
and according to information received 
twenty -one more Russian worship s 
were not far away . 
A disp atch from Paris say s: 
“'The 
Journal's special 
war eorresi>ondent 
Ludovic Nadeau, who was taken a 
p risoner at Mukden and sent to Jap an, 
cables from Tokio under date of May 
28. 
He say s that on the morning of 
May 27 a large Russian fleet ap p eared 
in the Tsu straits, entering,the chan 
nel between Tsu island and Kiushiu 
Island, where the belligerents came in 
contact between 2 and 3 p. m., their 
cannonading being heard at Sbiniono 
seki.”

of doing this was by sending out cir­ 
cular letters in book form containing 
success recipes, if one may use the 
term. 
Here are a few of the more 
Juicy of these: 
• 
Make ev ery day count, and if possi­ 
ble make some of them count two. 
W hat a man can do is his greatest 
ornament. 
By desiring a thing sufficiently and 
determining to hav e it and working 
earnestly and Intelligently for it, that 
thing m ust be accomplished. It simply 
cannot elude your grasp. 
The only Milton the world respects 
is the glorious old blind man who liv ed 
and sang, and it has nev er giv en a 
laurel wreath yet for a deed undone. 
It is the enthusiasts who do the 
climbing, making progress ev ery day, 
and who get to the top. 
I may be censured for “driv ing,” but 
I tell you that w ork—keeping busy—is 
the cure for half the ills of life and 
the source of nine-tenths of its happi­ 
ness. 
Good mottoes, these, not only for life 
Insurance, but for life. 
His Summer School. 
Mr. Tarbell had many other ways of 
stirring up the agents under him. One 
of these was to hold a summ er school 
in New* York, Instructing college boys 
in the ways of soliciting insurance 
and between lectures sending them out 
to secure business in the metropolis. 
At the close of the school in 19 03 a 
banquet was held, and Tarbell near 
the close of his address used this lan­ 
guage: 
“You will find that the reputation of 
a life insurance company is almost as 
sensitiv e, if not quite, us the reputa­ 
tion of a man or a woman, and I beg 
of you nev er to do anything to tarnish 
It In the least.” 
In the light of subsequent ev ents 
that rem ark takes on a peculiar, al­ 
most a mournful, significance and per­ 
haps one not originally intended. 
The 
most secret affairs of the Equitable 
hav e been brought before the public, 
and the two factions hav e not been at 
all sparing In the charges they hav e 
made against each other. 
Still, Mr. Tarbell’s loyalty to the 
Equitable Is one of his most marked 
traits. 
He talks It, dream s It, liv es It. 
His who le belDg apparently has been 
bound up in the cornpun^. 
He has 
filled those under him with this spirit 
of loyalty to the great institution they 
serv e. 
His $12,000 Secretary . 
This is strikingly shown in the atti­ 
tude o f his secretary, Miss Anna L. 
Axneadt, who, by the way, is the high­ 
est salaried 
woman 
in the United 
States. 
Miss A m endt’s personality is almost 
as interesting as that of her chief. She 
worked her way up from a poor Ohio 
schoolteacher. 
It w as then, she said, 
she used to pray not to aw ake in the 
morning, she hated the work so. 
She 
w’ent to Chicago, studied stenography, 
went into the local office of the Equita­ 
ble in a minor position, and her tact 
and capacity for business hav e done 
the rest. 
Now she receiv es a salary of 
$12,000 per year, besides almost as 
much more made by writing insurance 
outside of the office. 
H er motto is, 
“Molasses goes a great deal farther 
than v inegar.” 
Her chief fad is a 
horse, Black Secret, and the proudest 
hour of her life perhaps .was when this 
apple of her eye took a ribbon in the 
New York horse show. 
Why No t a Caesar? 
The man who fights harder after be­ 
ing knocked down than before is the 
one who usually wins out. Tarbell has 
been knocked down often, as who has 
not ? In two of these Instances the blows 
were deliv ered by the Chicago and Na­ 
tional UnderwTiters’ associations. 
In 
both cases he w’as a candidate for pres­ 
ident, In both he was declared beaten, 
and In both he challenged the v ote, and 
rather serious altercations ensued. 
There hav e been all sorts of Napo­ 
leons—of finance and w hat not? Why 
not a few Caesars? 
If there Is such 
a thing as a Caesar of insurance, 
that describes Gage E. Tarbell. It will 
be remembered, by the way, th at the 
first Caesar was slain for his am bi­ 
tion, and if Tarbell is slain in the 
battle he Is now waging it will be for 
that. 
'This fact remains—th a t he is the 
most forceful character in the fight— 
courageous, spectacular, Inimitable In 
methods, energetic, resourceful and a 
master of men.

If neither of the churches in 
question can be agreed upon choose a 
third, but don’t div ide families, any 
othodox church is good enough. 
W hat is the best way for a young 
conv ert to study the Bible? The Bible 
is Its own best commentary. 
Read it 
carefully, study It with prayer. An 
Oxford Bible with the usual helps 
found in the hack of it is a sufficient 
guide to its needed truths. 
“ If once a Christian, always a Chris­ 
tian.” 
How do you account for those 
who fall away? By saying that they 
had nev er been really born again or 
regenerated. Theirs was only a pro­ 
fession; Christ speak s of such (see 
M atthew 7: 21-23). Christianity is not 
profession. I t is a life. 
I t is a spir­ 
itual life. The bible calls it “Ev er­ 
lasting and Eternal Life.” If ev er­ 
lasting and eternal, it can nev er be 
destroyed. 
T hat life a t times may be 
lik e earth’s v egetation in the bleak 
months of winter seemingly dead, but 
in some spring time it will rev iv e 
again. 
Christ says “ My sheep will 
nev er perish,” nor shall any man ev er 
be able “ to pluck them out of my 
F ather’s hand,” (John: 18:28.) 
Do 
you think much good would be done if 
God's people allowed financial ability 
to be the main consideration in His 
work . 
(This question was ask ed in 
the interest of the Y. M. & Y. W. C. 
A.) No. 
God’s people hav e scarcely 
learned yet how to giv e. 
When all 
the tithes come in there will be money 
, enough for all the Lord’s work . If 
* one who went forward in the taber- 
i nacle meeting fell under an old temp- 
• tation, would you adv ise him to join a 
1 church or wait awhile. 
i 
The church is intended to be a help 
I to the weak and tem pted. 
A man 
( will be better able to stand In the 
i church than he will out of it. 
T hat 
i one who has been subject to great 
tem ptation does not become at once 
1 perfect is no argument against his 
Christianity any more than it is an 
argum ent against our humanity tha t 
a baby does not walk without falling. 
He continues to try until at last he can 
steady himself on his feet and go on. 
I t is easy for some people without 
tem ptations to he Christians. 
It is 
exceedingly hard for others, but a 
greater reward comes if they “ weary 
not in well doing,” and He who is 
faithful has said “my grace is suffi­ 
cient.” Try again.

The “sho rt grass" co untry o f western 
Nebraska and Wyo ming, to gether with 
no rthern Co lo rado , Is tho ro ughly aro us­ 
ed o ver "dry farming" and is seeing 
visio ns o f a time to co me when the 
slio rt grasiT” co untry wTTi disappear, 
and in place o f its hundreds o f tho u­ 
sands o f acres o f land upo n which cat­ 
tle no w graze there will tie great cro ps

rlman system, the Burlingto n ro ad is 
co nducting ex periments o f its o wn o n 
a farm o f 500 acres in western Nebras­ 
ka, o ne Co lo rado firm has emplo yed 
an ex pert to make investigatio ns o n its 
big cattle ranch o f 70,000 ucres, No rth 
Platte (Neb.) business men have sub­ 
scribed several tho usand do llars to ­ 
ward ex perimenting in that sectio n, 
and a hundred different farmers and 
ranchmen in Laramie co unty, Wyo ., 
have signed a pledge agreeing to cul­ 
tivate at least five acres each acco rd­ 
ing to directio ns issued fro m a central 
bo dy and to repo rt results to that bo dy. 
B7 “dry farming" Is meant the culti­ 
vatio n o f land witho ut Irrigatio n in any 
fo rm whatever. The lands affected are 
tho se millio ns o f acres o f semiarid 
lands In the great west widch are no w 
turned o ver to the cattlemen, the prai­ 
rie do gs, the rattlesnakes and tho o wls. 
A small po rtio n o f these lands have 
been placed under “ditches" and are 
being irrigated, pro ducing heavy re­ 
turns o n all cro ps. But if the effo rts o f 
tho se Interested In “dry farm ing” pro ve 
successful there will be added to the 
cultivated areas hundreds o f millio ns 
o f acres o f lands no w’ co nsidered valu­ 
able o nly fo r grazing purpo ses. 
The system used In dry farming is ri­ 
diculo usly simple. Late in the summer 
the so il Is plo wed very deep. It is then 
laid o ver In lo o se furro ws, and when 
the meager rainfall co mes the lo o se so il 
J retains the mo isture, where it wo uld 
no t even remain damp In hard gro und. 
To prevent evapo ratio n the so il is 
lo o sely scratched. The fo llo wing spring 
the cro p is put in and cultivated In the 
same manner as in o ther states. Cro ps 
are raised o nly every o ther year, ho w­ 
ever, under this system, the gro und be­ 
ing permitted to rest each alternating 
year. 
Already several small fanners In 
eastern Wyo ming have succeeded In 
securing a yield o f thirty-five bushels 
an acre o f first class wheat, where fo r­ 
merly no wheat whatever was gro wn 
ex cept 
under 
the 
irrigating 
ditch. 
Equally large cro ps o f co rn, alfalfa and 
sugar beets are pro mised to tho se who 
fo llo w the same co urse o f cultivatio n. 
Tho se who have been ex perimenting 
with the ay stem fo r several years de­ 
clare their lands increase In po wer to 
ho ld w ater fro m year to year and state 
that with five years o f “dry farm ing'’ 
they will pro duce cro ps equal to tho se 
pro duced In Illino is and Io wa under 
the mo st favo rable co nditio ns. If no t 
larger.
